MODERN FACILITY 


The Publishing House of the 
Church of God in Christ finally 
has a home all its own. The 
highly efficiently run printing 
business of the church will now 
be able to attend the literary 
needs of nearly three million 
members through a modern 
facility four or five times larger 
than any they have used in the 
past. 


Previous to this blessing, the 
Publishing House first got much 
of its start in the basement of a 
building connecting to Mason 
Temple which barely provided 


enough room for the machines 
much less than the many people 
needed to run them. 


Many observers thought it a 
miracle that Elder Winbush and 
Bro. Terry could meet the 
demands as effective as they did 
under such circumstances. But 
yet somehow they did. When 
they moved to the lower level of 
the downtown headquarters it 
seemed they at last had a place 
that would be large enough to 
serve their needs. However, the 
vast magnitude of the operations 
necessitates a building even 
much larger than the lower level 
of the downtown headquarters. 
This new facility will not only 
equip them with adequate room 
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sent to each pastor. 


In the past, many of you that 
have contributed to Missions 
have been sending your 
contributions to our foreign 
mission fields direct, or directly 
to a missionary serving in a 
certain area. This may have been 
done because you wanted to be 
sure that the missionary on the 
field received your gift. Now 
most, if not all of these 
missionaries have returned 
home-not on furlow-but to stay. 


Mother Beatrice Lott has not 
served on the field, in full time 
service, as a foreign missionary 
in about ten years, even though 
she makes an annual visit back 


_ to Liberia. 


Sister Pearl Page Brown has not 
served as a foreign missionary on 
our mission stations in at least 
four years. Mother Wiggins and 
the Kennedys also have not 
returned to serve at any of our 
mission stations in about the 
same amount of years. 


Sister Dorothy Webster Exume 
has been home from Haiti about 
three or four years, and has not 
been back to serve. She served as 
our missionary to Haiti, Director 
of our orphans, and as supervisor 
of the Women’s Department. 
Sister Exume is no_ longer 
Supervisor of Haiti, nor is she 
the Director of the Church of 
God in Christ orphanage and is 
in no way connected. 


Bishop Lopez Dautruche, the 
Bishop of all of our work in 
Haiti, came to the Women’s 
Convention in Atlanta in 1976 
and made a request to Mother 
McGlothen and the President of 
the Missions Department for a 
replacement for Sister Exume 
since she could not return to and

SUFFERING: WHY DID 
GOD LET JOB SUFFER? 


WHY DO THE SAINTS OF 
GOD SUFFER TODAY? 


This article presents for 
reflection answers to two 
questions about suffering: why 
did God let Job suffer; why do 
the saints of God suffer today? 


In reading the Book of Job, the 
non-believer may be compelled

to wonder if God is only wanton 
and merciless, whimsical and 
capricious. This article can serve 
to suggest to the non-believer 
that Job’s trial is but another 
manifestation of God’s power, 
omnipotence and _ eternal 
glory--in that Job passed this test 
just as God said he would. Job is 
also an example for all believers 
today to tum to when going 
through difficult situations. 
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HOW TO BE AN EFFECTIVE 
ALTAR WORKER

FIRST-you must have a genuine 
desire to see souls come to 
Christ. This is the fruit that 
Jesus tells us in St. John 15, we 
must bear by abiding in the vine. 
The seeker can sense your 
disinterest or impatience and 
will not take you seriously. This 
is God’s love in us working; 
seeing souls as doomed unless 
they accept Christ: “Ye knowing 
the Terror of God, snatch them 
from the fire...” 


SECOND-you must be prayerful 
by careful urging. “By your 
response to the altar call, you 
have already acknowledge your 
need for Christ; tell Him you are 
sorry for your sins and ask Him 
to forgive you; be willing to 
give up all wrong and live the 
way Christ wants you to 
live...Believe that He is standing 
right here now to complete the 
work in your heart.’”’Read Rev. 
3:20, also I John 1:9. Lead him 
in prayer; say gently but firmly 
“repeat after me” if he shows 
reluciance to start praying on his 
own. Afterwards, ask him if he 
were really sincere when he 
asked Christ to come into his 
heart. If so, where is Christ now? 
If the answer is anything other 
than “in my heart” go over the 
scriptures again, again, and again 
until he understands that Christ 
has come into his heart if he 
obeyed the Word; emphasize, 
God cannot lie, if the seeker has 
done his part, God always does 
His.-Then ask him to thank God 
for coming into his heart and 
encourage him to rejoice in this 
new condition. Now usually the 
tears will flow when the person 
realizes that love and promises 
are his by the simple obedience 
to God’s Word. 


BACKSLIDER-Luke 15:17-24; 
Jeremiah 3:13-14; Hosea 14:4:] 
John 1:9, These persons will not 
always come out and say they 
are backsliders but will say they 
have failed God, grown cold etc. 
Learn the scriptures from the 
tract on “What must I do to be 
reclaimed.” Determine if he has 
really repented and wants God 
to take complete control over 


his life. One of the hardest jobs. 


is to convince the backslider that 
God has forgiven him when he 
asks, and repents with all his 
heart. Assure him that I John 
1:9 is meant for him. 


THOSE SEEKING TO BE 
FILLED WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST. John 7:38-39; Luke 
11:13; Acts 5:32; Acts 2:38. 
When one expresses the desire to 
be filled, discuss his status with 
him-has he truly been born 
again? Is he living in obedience 
to God’s Word? Does he know 
that the Holy Ghost is a gift 
freely given by the Father? Has 
he asked for the Holy Ghost? 
Can he visualize receiving such a 
gift by faith? Is he willing to 
allow God to rule and reign in 
every phase of his daily life? If 
so, teach him to render praise to 
God and rejoice for the precious 
gift by faith.

Job was at a disadvantage when 
he underwent his suffering: it 
was obvious to all who knew 
him that he must have sinned. 
‘““The Israelites interpreted 
individual suffering as a divine 
punishment for sin. They also 
considered trouble as an 
indication of God’s wrath.”’ We 
can imagine Job’s three friends 
feeling that the person suffering 
might utter the words spoken in 
PSALM XXXVII: 3: “There is no 
soundness in my flesh because of 
thine anger; neither is there any 
rest in my bones because of my 
sin.” 1 


1 add xxx sin.” 1 


PSALM XXXVII:1,2 warns us, 
“fret not thyself because of 
evildoers, neither be thou 
envious against the workers of 
iniquity. For they shall soon be 
cut down like the grass, and 
wither as the green herb.” 2 


But God reveals to Job that 
suffering is not always 
punishment for sin, but “is a 
way in which God, in_ his 
inscrutable wisdom, may try us 
and test our faith, and woo us 
more closely to himself. God 
permitted all this suffering and 
sorrow to some, not as 
punishment for Job’s sins, but 
rather to test him and prove the 
integrity and uprightness of his 
heart.’’3 


Job also comes closer to God. 


STUDY ABOUT PAUL

A STUDY OF PAUL 


Let’s talk about Paul, because 
truly if a character in Biblical 
history is relevant, Paul is. I 
would contend that Paul was an 
extremist for Christ, even to the 
point that I would call Paul a 
warrior for Christ. When the 
men of Birmingham, Alabama 
called Martin Luther King an 
extremist, he said, ‘““But though I 
was initially disappointed at 
being categorized as an 
extremist, as I continued to 
think about the matter, I 
gradually gained a measure of 
satisfaction from the label.’’ Was 
not Jesus an extremist for love... 
Was not Paul an extremist for 
the Christian gospel: “I bear in 
my body the marks of the Lord 
Jesus,”’ In Ephesians 6:11, Paul 
says ‘Put onthe whole armour 
of God, that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the 
devil.”” Naturally, one says Paul 
is speaking of spiritual armour. 
This is true and I’m saying that 
we should want this spiritual 
armour and be as_ warriors 
against Satan likewise, totally 
extremist for righteousness. Our 
endeavor today is to raise the 
issue that Paul was an extremist 


for Christ and exhort you to be 
warriors for righteousness. 


First a look at Saul, that man of 
Judism, persecutor of the 
Church in contrast to Paul the 
man of Christ. Saul was born in 
Tarsus of Cilicia of Jewish 
parents. He was educated there 
in studies of Greek philosophy 
and poetry. Later at Jerusalem 
under his tutor Gamaliel, the 
Pharisee, he learned divinity and 
Jewish Law. Saul, because of his 
teaching became an extremist of 
Judism. So, when the saints 
started their movement, Saul 
under the authority of the 
Sanhedrin went out to bound all 
those teaching what he perceived 
as a new heresy in Judism. Saul 
lay to waste many saints and on 
his way to Damascus to 
persecute the saints of God, 
Jesus stopped him and altered 
his life. Saul’s conversion is 
another story but when Jesus 
got finished with the man, this 
warrior of zest was transformed 
into a warrior for Christ. Christ 
changed Paul’s life, his nature 
but saved that extremist quality. 
Now, an extremist for Christ, 
Paul joined the army of God. I 
call Paul a warrior because he 
fought sin, ignorance of God and 
customs of both Jews and 
Gentiles. 


When God speaks to Job as the 
voice out of the whirlwind Job is 
able to say, “I have heard of 
thee by the hearing of the ear: 
but now mine eye seeth thee” 
JOB XXXXII:5. 


In order to understand why God 
let Job suffer we need to 
acknowledge the undeniable and 
incomprehensible wisdom of 
God. Job said, “I know that 
thou canst do everything, and 
that no thought can _ be 
withholden from thee” JOB 
XXXXII: 2. 


2add xxx JOB XX XXII: 2 


Through his suffering Job comes 
to a firsthand experience of God 
and a new understanding of 
himself. When Job hears the 
voice 


of God he repents. 
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Although Job has committed no 
great sin, he repents. He realizes 
his lowliness, compared to the 
wonder and greatness of God. 
God literally allowed the devil to 
strip Job naked, and God 
demanded that Job face his 
creator like a man: “Gird up 
now thy loins like a man: for I 
will demand of thee, and answer 
thou me” JOB XXXVIII:3. 


Although they are not evident in 
Job’s suffering, there are three 
other reasons for suffering given 
in the Old Testament: “1) the 
nation as a whole might suffer 
for the wickedness of their king 
(see IT KINGS XXI:11-14); (2) 
divine education might be 
obtained (see ISAIAH 
XXXXVIIIT: 26); (3) the atoning 
for sin through suffering (see 
LEVITICUS XXIII: 26-29.”)4 


Although Job endured suffering 
before the first coming of Christ, 
he had hope of redemption, and 
was redeemed by God in the 
manner common to that day: 
“So the Lord blessed the latter 
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NEW BISHOP

Let’s examine his fight against 
sin; we find Paul started fighting 
sin in the world and the Church 
alike. Paul believed the law was a 
deceiver of man and that the 
Law perpetuated a weakness 
which was responsible for much 
sin. In Romans 7:11, Paul said, 
“taking occasion by the 
commandment, deceived me, 
and by it slew me.” When Paul 
had the saints stoned he felt that 
under the Law he was right. He 
naturally was deceived. But that 
day when Christ shone above 
him on that road to Damascus, 
Paul saw the true nature of his 
actions, He had been deceived 
by the Law and after Jesus 
touched him, he knew God 


wanted righteousness. Paul 
fought sin at Paphos when the 
sorcerer and false prophet 


Bar-Jesus tried to turn Paul away 
from his mission. The book of 
Acts records that Paul being full 
of the Holy Spirit set his eyes on 
him, and said, “full of all deceit 
and all mischief, thou child of 
the devil, thou enemy of 
righteousness, wilt thou not 
cease to pervert the right ways 
of the Lord?” As Paul struck the 
sorcerer blind.

no ionger serve in Haiti. Mother 
Mary Gullick of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan was chosen by Bishop 
Dautruche to work with him in 
Haiti. 


The orphanage is now under the 
supervision of Mother Gullick. If 
you desire to support our 
orphanage and the children of 
our churches in Haiti or in any 
other place, you should ear-mark 
your gifts through the Mission 
Office-Church of God in Christ 
Department of Missions (memo),

All of these missionaries have 
served the Lord and our Church 
as workers in foreign lands, and 
we praise God for their labor, 
yet since they are no longer 
there, and some cannot return to 
the field at all, they must be big 
enough to allow the work to 
move on. The work cannot be 
directed on the mission field by 
persons who are unable to go to 
the fields. I have asked all of our 
returned missionaries to work 


with us as members of the 
Advisory Board. 


The rules of the Home and 
Foreign Missions Department 
states that when a missionary 
returns home from the mission 
field of which he or she was 
serving and remains away from 
their work for more than one 
year, they must apply for 
permission to return to the field, 
and must be reassigned by the 
Mission Board of the Church of 
God in Christ. These rules must 
be followed, if we want to make 
progress. 


Monies being sent to any of our 
mission work on the field-Africa, 
South America, India, Mexico, 
Japan, Haiti, Jamaica, etc., 
should be sent through our 
National Office. To continue 
giving money to our returned 
missionaries for them to send to 
the mission field causes 
confusion, and creates a double 
system, monies going from the 
missionaries direct, and from our 
National- Office. The 
missionaries give no report to 
our Office on the monies they 
receive for the fields, therefore 
we have no knowledge of what is 
being sent by them or to whom. 


I have asked each of our 
returned missionaries to 


to all of our established mission 
stations each month. Earmarked 
monies are monies sent to our 
Office designated for a person, 
special project or place. This 
money is also sent out at the 
Same time unless we are 
otherwise informed. Emergency 
monies are mailed immediately. 
We receipt all persons sending 
money through the Mission 
Office. 


I believe you should know 
whether your money is being 
used to support the mission 
work of the Church of God in 
Christ or not. In the National 
Office a daily record is kept of 
all money transactions.

The non-believer accepts 
suffering simply as a fact of life. 
He does not have to question 
God about this suffering. The 
sinner or non-believer suffers 
because God says he must: “The 
wages of sin is death; but the gift 
of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord’”’ 
ROMANS VI: 23. This refers not 
only to physical death, but to 
the eternal suffering of the soul 
in hell. “But the fearful, and 
unbelieving, and the abominable, 
and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and_ sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death” 
REVELATION XXI:8. “Who 
shall be punished with 
everlasting destruction from the 
presence of the Lord, and from

Although the coming of Christ 
means salvation and redemption

Therefore God uses suffering as 
a direct consequence of the sins 
of the believer. God _ takes 
pleasure in molding and shaping 
the life and the heart of the 
believer. Sometimes He takes us 
through fiery ordeals that He 
may perfect us. We are tested 
over and over again. 


As interpreted by Buchanan 
Blake in his book, “The Book of 
Job and the Problem of 
Suffering;’’ “Once strange and 
mysterious as punishment, or as 
chastisement, all so 
inadequately, and unsatisfying 
explained, suffering in the 
teaching of Jesus has now a 
glory shining all around it. It is 
shown to be, not something to 
be avoided, but something to be 
rejoiced in, as belonging to the 
essence of a noble character. 
Herein Christ sees the truly good 
man going forth in his might, 
even suffering, as he tries to do 
some useful service for his 
fellows, and so being ‘made 
perfect through suffering,’ as he 
reaches forth to yet higher 
heights of service.”’6

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THE GENERAL 
SECRETARY SPEAKS 


and numerical strength of 
COGIC are reflected by means 
of the official directory. 
Therefore it is urgent that it be 
accurate and up-to-date. Changes 
of addresses, and relocation of 
pastors and workers should be 
accurately reflected. It was also 
pointed out that it was needed 
for Public Relation purposes. It 
is not an option but a 
requirement that annually a 
copy of tthe official directory 
reflect churches and credential 
holders listed in the office of the 
General Secretary be filed with 


the Department of Internal 
Revenue. Our churches are 
covered under a_ blanket 


exemption of the parent body 
with headquarters in Memphis, 
Tennessee. Individual churches 
which are not listed in the office 
of the General Secretary may 
jeopardize their tax exempt 
status. 


The Internal Revenue Service is 
required to act timely on church 
requests for determination of 
tax exempt status. If exempt 
status is denied, up to 270 days 
may be taken by the Internal 
Revenue Service to issue ruling 
or determine letters before a 
church organization may go to 
court to seek declaratory 
judgment. Therefore it is 
apparent how important it is for 
all churches and_ credential 
holders to be listed in the record 
of the General Secretary, namely 
the Official Directory. Also, for 
the purpose of obtaining clergy 
immunity and privileges, it is 
important that such a record be 
reflected. 


In addition to the official 
directory of credential holders 
with a projected completion 
date for April 1978 Bishop Ross 
pointed out that the office of 
the General Secretary is in the 
process of compiling the church 
directory of all churches and 
missions throughout the world. 
Such a directory would be useful 
not only for clergymen and 
missionaries but for laymen as 
well, and all persons who have 
occasion to travel whether on 


vacation, emergency, office 
business or whatever. The 
directory of churches would 


show the listing of all COGIC in 
a particualr city. Therefore it is 
important that the jurisdictional 
roll should reflect all churches 
within their respective 
jurisdiction as well as the pastor, 
ordained elder, licensed minister 
and women evangelist. 


Bishop Ross indicated the 
encounter in securing the proper 
information from the 
jurisdictional bishops, and 
supervisors, at which time it was 
suggested that the confusion 
between the various kinds of 
rolls submitted could possibly be 
responsible for misunderstanding 
and consequently a delay in 
order to make it crystal clear 
and eliminate any possible 
misunderstanding. It was 
pointed out that the roll 
required by the office of the 
General Secretary should not be 
confused with the roll tumed in 
to the Financial Secretary 
showing the monies collected 
from the Credential Holders or 
with a roll of certified delegate 
to the General Assembly which 
is handled by the Office of the 


. personnel 


Registrar. 


The General Secretary then 
spoke up a second area of 
concern. 


STATISTICS 


There were two aspects of this 
area of concern namely the 
financial and the numerical. 


From the financial standpoint 
Bishop Ross stated that an effort 
has been made to ascertain the 
net worth of the Church of God 
in Christ properties all over the 
world. A balance sheet would be 
prepared reflecting the worth of 
properties at the headquarters 
and jurisdictional properties 
through the united work. Also a 
system whereby the General 
Secretary will be able in 
conjunction with the financial 
secretary to present in print a 
composite financial statement 
from the entire church at the 
close of the fiscal or calendar 
year. 


The second phase would concern 
numerical strength of the local 
church, that is the membership 


strength. When all of this 
information shall have been 
assembled then the official 


rating of the strength and worth 
of the Church of God in Christ 
could be accurately given when 
called upon either from within 
the administration or from 
without the church. The 
mechanics of accumulating this 
status would rest greatly upon 
the research and survey division 
of the General Secretary’s 
Office, staffed by competent 
who would be 
responsible for working with 
jurisdictional statisticians to be 
appointed in all jurisdictions. 
Bishop Ross requested that such 
jurisdictional statisticians be 
appointed by the jurisdictional 
bishops to assist with this 
mammoth task in the field and 
to assist the national staff. Each 
jurisdictional statistician would 
be responsible for circulating 
standardized survey information 
forms to the churches within his 
respective jurisdiction and 
subsequently submitting the 
same to the research and survey 
division of the office of the 
General Secretary.
